RUSSIA'S PBIOE. 


European Naval Circles Interested lir 
the Great Battleship Rossnja. 


NEW YORK, May 23.—A Sun's Lon- 


don cable says: Considerable curiosity 
prevails in European naval circles with 
regard to the new Russian war ship 
recently launched at Cronstadt. This 
vessel; christened the Rossaja, has a 
displacement of 12,195 tons, 17,000 horse 
power and a speed of seventeen knots.

BERLIN, Germany, May 24.—The 


resolution which was passed by the 
Reichstag last Tuesday granting the 
Government a credit of 2,000,000 marks 
for the purpose of adding 420 men to 
the military force in German South- 
west Africa met with very slight oppo- 
sition. The action of the House fitted 
admirably with the popular feeling and 
has delighted the colonial jingoes, who 
continue diligently to advance their 
South African boom.

Under suspension of the rules Min- 


ister Damon offered a statement upon 
the loan and refunding; bills, as fol- 
lows: 


"Some time ago, when I was in per- 


plexity over some transaction I went 
to my gjenial friend Paul Neumann for 
advice, and he made this remark to 
me: 'Damon, never shirk the issue.* 
Everything connected with the transac- 
tion except those few words has gone 
from my mind. 


"Since the Senate took the bills off 


the table, which were presented by the 
Executive 4n the first part of the ses- 
sion, I have resolved in my mind 
whether to say anything more on the 
subject of the refunding hills, the loan 
bills or anything connected with the 
financial affairs of the country at this 
session. But the more I thought the 
matter over, the sage remark jof Mr. 
Neumann, 'Never shirk the issue'; and 
J?.bglbgr^what.I ,am about to say will 
have any effect or not, I shall feel that 
at least I have done my duty as Minis- 
ter of Finance in presenting my views 
to the Senate. 


"Since the refunding bills were ta- 


ken off the table I have yielded to ev- 
ery point that has been asked, even to 
what I considered to be a most vital 
point, and still consider so. I refer to 
the right to refund. By advice I was 
induced to yield this point, and I stand 
as a member of the Cabinet recom- 
mending the passage of the bills as 
they now stand 
As far as the refund- 


ing bills go, they may be considered 
outside of this discussion. 


"We come next to Bills No. 20 and 


21. These bills were introduced so as 
to secure a continuity in the matter of 
loans, so that they should have a uni- 
form rate of interest and if necessary 
could be placed upon foreign markets; 
and to keep future borrowing as much 
as possible within certain prescribed 
limits and procedure. The Senate has 
passed, in place of those two bills, 
Bill No. 46, to authorize a national loan 
and the Issuing of bonds as security 
therefor. From the experience we have 
had during the last two years, which 
I was careful to explain to the Senate, 
where items are specifically mentioned 
in the Loan Act, It is no end of trouble 
and difficulty to the Executive to keep 
all those items properly adjusted 
The 


appropriation will fall short on some 
items and be far In excess of the ex- 
penditures in others, thereby Injuring 
the effect of the bill. That has been 
the effect of the previous bill passed in 
1892. 


"Another point in regard to this bill

"Another defect with Act 46 is that 


the surplus receipts from deposits in 
the Postal Savings Bank and from 
current account could not be used, as 
has been the custom under the Provis- 
ional Government and under the for- 
mer Government.

been that we cannot rely upon the loan 
alone to carry out the public works. 
The fnnd may run low while the work 
is being carried on, and it is absolutely 
necessary to get money temporarily 
from both the current receipts and 
Postal Savings Bank to carry on the 
work. Of course this is repaid as soon 
as fnnd& come in under the loan. 


"We have now in the Treasury a 


surplus of moneys borrowed under the 
previous loan Act, for various items, 
and from other sources, something like 
$115,000, which could not be touched 
under Act No. 46, and which would be 
tied up for two years, until the next 
Legislature. It is absolutely, necessary 
that the surplus receipts from both 
these sources—the current receipts and 
Postal Savings Bank—should be at the 
disposal of the Treasury. It is impos- 
sible to seggregate them; 
they are 


part of the whole. They are dependent 
on each other.

A good deal of attention was paid to 


the work and influence of the noted ed- 
ucator, Horace Mann, because the 4th 
of May was the centennial of his birth. 


He was a Boston lawyer of repute, 


and for ten years in the Massachusetts 
Legislature, both as Representative and 
as Senator. Prom his position as presi- 
dent of ithe Senate he was elected to the 
Board of Education at a salary of $1,000 
per annum. For this he gave up the po- 
litical and pecuniary prospects of his 
life, and tojhe work of education he 
devoted himself from 1837 till his death 
In 1859. Through his exertions normal 
schools were established. Time fails to 
tell of all the progress made in -educa- 
tional affairs wherever his spirit or In- 
fluence reached. The last words of his 
last address were: "Be ashamed to die 
until yoti jhave won some victory for 
humanity."

The men stuck to the wreck, how 


ever. They were all good swimmer 
and were not inclined to give up th< 
ship till the thing went to the bottom 
After having been nearly three'hours 
In the water, the pilot and his crew suc- 
ceeded in righting the boat, and though 
a little worse for wear, set out again 
on the Journey. Bob English was no 
the man to turn back. The policeman 
had the letters safe within his insid 
pocket, and they had to be in Honolulu 
before 2 o'clock Thursday. The sail 
was set and the boat headed for Dia- 
mond Head. 


English and his crew sailed Into Ho- 


nolulu harbor shortly after 11 o'clock 
Thursday, and before noon the letters 
had been delivered.

The next thing m order is for 
some one on Maul to start a newspaper 
and begin a public improvement cam- 
paign for the next Legislature. 


Some one has said that the Board of 


Health is the only board holding, execu- 
tive sessions How about the Board of 
Education7 This organization, holding 
sway over one of the most important 
departments In the whole system of 
Government, never allows the news- 
papers to enter within the sacred 
grounds of Its deliberations. Conse- 
quently the public knows about as 
little of what the Board is doing as is 
possible. The excuse has been given 
that In the Educational Board the mem- 
bers are required to say things about 
the personal merits of teachers that It 
is not wise to put in the public print 
Hold executive sessions on these mat- 
ters if thought best. The newspapers 
of Honolulu have never shown any de- 
sire to air disagreeable private affairs. 
But on matters of general administra- 
tion there is every reason why the gen- 
eral public should be kept in touch with 
the action of the Board. Open your 
doors, educators, and give the public a 
glimpse of the whys and wherefores of 
your departmental administration.

ARTIV 
THE SCHOOL. 


A new and important feature of the 


present exhibition of the Kilohana Art 
League is to be found in the space de- 
voted to the system of drawing which 
this year has been introduced into the 
public schools. This is not the work of 
the pupils, but a brief outline of the 
upper grade work upon which they 
have started. 


The purpose of the League is to stim- 


ulate and encourage art in Hawaii, and 
no better support can it have than the 
interest of the young and the co-opera* 
tion of thqse engaged in teaching them. 
Each will supplement and assist the 
other. 


There is shown at this time a brief 


survey of what Miss Beckwith is ac- 
complishing with the young pupils of 
the city schools, under the encourage- 
ment of the Board of Education. It 
comprises the simple forms of paper 
cutting, the grades of applied decora- 
tion, perspective, mechanical, crayon 
and water color work. The Board of 
«. 


Education and the public are to be con- 
gratulated that this branch of educa- 
tion has been so successfully inaugu- 
rated. 


We may look for further evidences of 


progress at future exhibitions, and if 
the private institutions of learning will 
in turn contribute their share of what 
is included in their line, the League 
and the schools will be united for the 
common ends avowed by both.

A FREE PARK. 


Senate bill No 35, being an Act to 


provide for the permanent settlement of 
Kapaolanl Park, will soon be reported 
by a committee of the House. 


The object of the bill is to make the 


park as It now exists "a free public 
park and recreation ground forever " 


Before entering upon the merits of 


the bill It would be well to understand

given a fee simple title to his thirty' 
seven lots, which have a twenty-year 
lease or so to run. He also reserves 
lots 90 to 100, mentioned above, out o 
his gift or exchange, whatever it may 
be called., It is a gift, for the value of 
the twenty-five acres given by Mr. Ir- 
win is anywhere from $15,000 to $20,000 
and the leased land pays a nominal 
ground rent. 


Thera is no doubt that this is an ex- 


cellent offer and one that should be 
closed with. It secures what in a few 
years from now we shall not be able to 
secure, viz., a fine place of recreation 
*or all-classes of the people; JUr. Irwin 
has acted in a spirit of liberality and 
has given the Legislature a chance to 
obtain, at no cost to the country, a piece 
of land which in attar years might cost 
them over $100,000. 


It is well to think for a moment of 


the great parks of the -world. What 
would San Francisco be without the 
Golden Gate ParK, New York without 
its Central Park, London without its 
Hyde Park, or Paris without its Bois 
de Boulogne? But it was only by far- 
seeing action that.such places were 
kept for the purposes they have been 
dedicated to. It is only by far-seeing 
action that the present park can be 
saved from being practically divided 
in half, and the work of laying out the 
avenues and the tree planting, be lost 
to the city. No spirit of picayunish 
haggling should be allowed, and the 
bill should pass as it stands, unham- 
pered by any petty piece of grabbing 
for more than is actually needed. 


WILL RAISE OUR STANDARD. 


A recent issue of the London Pall 


Mall Gazette deprecates the immense 
amount of English money that has been 
Invested in Argentine, money that has 
,b!een sent to that country never to re- 
turn. It sets forth that comparatively 
few undeveloped countries have had the 
same amount handed over to them for 
public improvements, railway construc- 
tion and opening up new districts. The 
Government alone, between the years 
1881 and 1892, took over £55,000,000 di- 
rectly, and It is estimated that in all 
some £300,000,000 of English capital has 
been sunk In Argentina, half of which 
has been lost 


With such an example fresh In the 


minds of investors, it is not surprising 
that some capitalists look askance at 
Hawaiian securities. There Is one re- 
deeming feature about this country, 
however, when capitalists will take the 
trouble to look over our past financial 
record, both of the nation and of pri- 
vate corporations, they find that the 
country, though s,mall, Is as sound as a 
nut financially It is not stretching it 
to say that the credit of Hawaii should 
be second to none The country has 
never defaulted in the payment of In- 
terest or principal, and the public loans 
have never been made to such a large 
amount that the country is loaded down 
with a publfc Improvement debt that 
the' internal resources will not more 
than cover. 


The principal trouble with Hawaii's 


credit la that it has been classed with 


the Tom, Dick and- Harry booms o 
Spanish America. The refunding meas- 
ure will put the country where it be 
longs in the financial scale, besides ren 
dering an indirect benefit to prlvat 
enterprises, by the success of which th 
treasury is to reap the reward for ex 
tensive public Improvements. The te 
days' extension granted the Legislator 
will undoubtedly give the law maker 
sufficient time to straighten out th 
loan bilf and refunding bill tangle an 
put our finances in such' businessllk 
shape that there can be no discountln 
the fact of the solidarity of Hawalla 
enterprise.

THURSDAY, June 4. 


Senator Baldwin presented the report 


of the Conference Committee on the 
current receipts appropriation bill. The 
bill as accepted shows another victory 
for the House, almost all the amend- 
ments by the lower body being accept- 
ed. The items recommended were as 
follows: Salary of professor of chemis- 
try for January and February, $166; 
landings and buoys, Hawaii, $3,000; new 
road, Hokuanul gulch, $3,000; road from 
Pahoa to head of Kycroft'a road, $10,- 
000; Judgment in favor of Mrs. Victoria 
Ward, $10,305.90; expenses electric rail- 
way commission, $405.50; roads and 
bridges, Koloa, $600; subsidy of stea- 
mer between Hilo and Pohoikl, Island 
of Hawaii, one trip a month, $1,200; 
telephone connection between Pohoikt 
court house, Puna, and Hilo, on con- 
dition that a like amount be expended 
by residents of the district, $1,200. The 
Kohala-Huehue telephone appropria- 
tion was killed. On motion the report 
of the committee was accepted, which 
passes that appropriation bill. 


Minister Cooper introduced a bill ap- 


propriating $1,190.05 for the Board of 
Education, which was read the first 
time and referred to the Printing Com- 
mittee. 


House bills Nos. 36 and 57 -were re- 


ceived. 


House bill No. 65, relating to the re- 


cording of instruments in which inter- 
lineations or erasures have occurred, 
passed the third reading. .House bill 
No. 56, providing for recording judg- 
ment or decrees concerning hud, also 
passed the final reading.; 


Senate bill No. IS was taken up sec* 


tion by section on secqnd reading. 
This is the bill authorizing the consol- 
idation of the public debtr f3eotion"l, 
placing the aggregate amount of the 
bonds at'$3,300,000, passed. Section 2, 
providing, for 4 per cent .interest and 
twenty-five to fifty-year jterm, passed. 
Section 4 was referred back to the 
committee. Section 5, providing for 
registering the bonds, passed. Section 
6, confining the proceeds of the bonds 
to the redemption of existing outstand- 
ing bonds, passed. Section 7, authoriz-

bonds and granting proper discounts, 
passed. 


Section 10, providing for the payment 


of a commission to parties selling 
$250,000 or more bonds. Section 12, 
providing that all bonds issued under 
the Act may be redeemed at any time 
after twenty-five years, passed. Fur- 
ther consideration of the bill was de- 
ferred until the committee reported on 
Section 4. 


Senate bill No. 19, to define and limit 


the powers of the Minister of Finance 
in connection with granting discounts, 
etc. The discount is placed at 6 per 
cent and the commission at 2 per cent. 
All holders of bonds residing In the 
Republic of Hawaii are to be" allowed 
the same discounts given regular syn- 
dicates, on condition they present their 
bonds for exchange within ninety days 
of the time the Minister gives notice 
he is ready to make said exchange. The 
bill passed the second reading. 


House bill No. 36, relating to public- 


parks, squares and pleasure grounds, 
in the district', of Honolulu, passed the 
final reading aftd on second reading by 
title was referred to the Committee on 
Public Lands. 


House bill No. 67, to amend the Act 


to limit the time within which claims 
of creditors against estates of de- 
ceased persons shall be presented, pass- 
ed the second reading by title and re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee. 


Senator Rice reported copies of the 


Loan bill. 


House bill relating to the postal laws 


wa& received. This Is a substitute bill 
for Senate bill No. 38. The bill was ta- 
bled until the- Senate found out why Its 
bill had been rejected.

Missionary Board in sending them t 
these Islands, namely, to convert th 
natives to Christianity and«to practical 
ly teach them trades and other baud! 
craft. We thought well of the pam 
phlets, we were pleased with the meek 
ness a,nd disinterestedness of our new 
friends, and Mr. Young, at last succeed 
ed, and I lent my might also, in per 
suading first Karaimoku (Win. Pitt) and 
afterwards Rio Rio, to consent to their

In 1846 certain changes were made i 


the land laws of the Hawaiian Island 
and it became necessary for aliens t 
;make statements concerning the mean 
by which they acquired their holdings 
In order that the validity of their claims 
might be attested. The following from 
old Captain Adams, who was the origi 
nal owner of all the land in the vicinit; 
of the Elite Ice Cream Saloon, ant 
what is now known as Adams lane, was 
made in 1848 and recently found amon; 
some old papers. The property men 
tioned as being at Niu is still In th 
possession of Captain Adams' descend 
ants. 


As I am getting old and infirm and 


have a large family, I wish, before ' 
die, 
to give, is the shape of a declara 


tion, some account of myself, of my 
services, and of my affairs, in order to 
prevent, as far as lies in my power 
doubts and difficulties arising hereaf- 
ter with regard to my lands, which, I 
fear, are somewhat' placed in jeopardy 
by the new Sandwich Islands code, as 
well as by the procrastinating impedi- 
ments raised by the Land Commis- 
sioners in settling claims of old for- 
eign residents handed to them, as mine 
were, upwards of two years ago. 


I was born at Forfarshire, In Scot- 


land, in 1780, and served four years 
apprenticeship, from my - twelfth 
to 


sixteenth year "of age, in the 
brig 


Zephyr, belonging to Messrs. Hnsson 
& Co. of New Castle upon Tyne. I then 
went two voyages to Calcutta In the 
East Indian Lord "Walshingham. Whilst 
at the Cape of Good Hope, homeward- 
bound .the second, tiine, I was made 
second mate of the ship Castle of Good 
Hope. .On appearing before Vice-Ad- 
miral Sir Roger Curtis, • as seafaring 
and other men were obliged to do ai 
that period previously to leaving the 
port, he exclaimed, "Oh! you and 
1 


have been shipmates in the Mediter- 
ranean; you are a man-of-wars-man." 
This was a mistake of the Admiral, 
but it ended in my being sent on board 
his flagship, the Lancaster, of sixty- 
four guns, Captain Larkins, who made 
me captain of the foretop. Afterward 
I was told that unless .1 took the boun- 
ty money I should not be allowed to 
keep my rating, or. have liberty oh 
shore. I therefore very reluctantly did 
take the bounty money. 


I served about eight years in the, 


Lancaster, on the Cape and India sta- 
tion, off the Isle of France, and at the 
taking of Monte Video. In 1807 I was 
drafted into the Elizabeth, of seventy- 
four guns, Captain the Hon. Henry 
Curzon, and 
served in her on the 


coasts of Spain and Portugal, at Rio 
Janeiro, and in the river Plate, till 
.1810. 


I came to Woahoo In 1811. in the 


American ship Albatross, of Boston, 
Captain Wincheap. We continued our 
voyage to Columbia river, N. W. Coast, 
and Canton, and returned to Woahoo, 
but the war between-Great Britain and 
the United States soon afterward break- 
tog out, I refused to serve any longer 
nnder the American flag. 


Thereupon I took up my abode on 


shore, and Mr, John Young, the favor- 
ite and adviser of Kamehameha I, be- 
came my friend. Not long afterwards 
the King's Little Fleet, as it was called, 
•was placed under my charge and direc- 
tion. At one time when sandalwood 
was plenty It consisted of nine square- 
rigged vessels, besides fifteen smaller 
craft. And I leave to others still living 
on the Islands to say with what zeal 
and good will I labored in superintend- 
ing the rigging and fitting out and 
heaving down such of these vessels as 
from time-to time required It. I used to 
take the King; whenever he wished it, 
with his numerous attendants and fol- 
lowers, from island to island. I carried 
a broad penant, the commanders of 
some of the vessels under my orders 
being also foreigners. 


In 1817 King Kamehameha sent me 


with the brig Kaahumanu, of 260 tons 
and 16 guns, with a crew of 48 men, to 
Atooi, to assist in expelling the Rus- 
sians from that Island. This was soon 
and easily done, and I then proceeded 
in the same vessel and crew to China, 
with a cargo of sandalwood, on account 
of the King, who by a letter consigned 
the vessel and cargo to the Bast India 
Company's servants. I delivered the 
letter to Mr. Metcalf, the chief super- 
cargo at Canton, and I really believe a 
finer man never lived. He smiled and 
said: "Neither you nor your King seem 
to know much about the East India 
Company." He was, however, very kind 
to me, and got Mr. Magniac to do, my 
business and have my vessel repaired, 
and I got back to Woahoo at tbe*latter 
end of the year. 


Kamehameha I was kind and gener- 


ous to me, as he was to all foreigners 
who served h'frn' or behaved well; so he 
•was to the natlVes, who both loved and 
feared him, for he always encouraged 
the industrious and scowled at the idle. 
He gave me, I may say forced upon me, 
for I did not wish It at the time, one of 
his own lands, called Niu, with all upon 
it, situated a'little to the eastward of 
Diamond HIHi & ' survey or plan of 
which is In the' Consulate and Land 
Commission. And I was moat willingly 
allowed to take for my wife a relative 
of Karaimokri, and she dying In child- 
bed, 
the daughter of Mr, Isaac Davis, 


taking up their residence on shore. I' 
was with 
much difficulty that Mr 


Young could Induce Karalomoku an< 
Rio Rio to believe that the King of 
England would not be angry with them 
for permitting American missionaries 
to live on the Islands. 


The missionaries then, and for some 


time afterwards, were very thankfu 
for the good offices and hospitality they 
gladly received from the old foreign 
•esidents in general, joining qccasional- 
.y in their festive meetings. I mention 
these things now because it seems to me 
they ought to be recorded before we all 
disappear, especially after what has ta- 
ken place, and is now tailing place, re- 
specting the lands of such of us as have 
refused to abjure our own country, or 
lave not taken the temperance, pledge. 


I will further here state that until 


the missionaries Obtained political in- 
fluence, the natives from the highest 
.o the lowest of these Islands, were wil- 
ing and even desirous that foreigners 
should possess lands and take their 
daughters for wives. But to return to 
myself: 


I had charge and command of the 


King's vessels, which dropped off in 
number as sandalwood decreased, until 
Rio Rio sailed for'England in 1823, 
when he desired me to remain behind 
and assist the Governor and act as pilot 
at Honolulu. My commission as such, 
signed by the then Prime Minister, 
taraimoku, is now in the Consulate, as 
a also another more formal appoint- 
ment "as pilot, in my favnr, signed by 
,he present King in September, 1843. 


Whilst I was pilot at Honolulu the 


government had the use, with my con- 
sent, of one of my taro patches, called 
Keoloewa, belonging to my land at 
IrijI. I applied to the present King, 
iameaarneha HI, at the beginning of 
845, to cause it to be restored to me. 
The King said, by all means, and ac- 
cordingly ordered Governor Kekuanoa 
o comply with my wish. But when I ap- 
plied to the Governor said he could not 
do so without Dr. Judd's leave. My son 
David went to Dr. Judd, who replied: 
'Go down to Oliamanu (the tax gath- 
rer in charge of the taro patch) and if 
IB wishes to give it up he may; if not 
he can keep It" Ollammanu said he 
ould not deliver it without Dr. Judd's 
rder, and I have not been able to ob- 
,ain the taro patch in question to this 
ay.

MOSCOW, May 26.—The Czar's mani- 


festo, Issued upon the occasion of his 
coronation, remits all arrears of taxes 
in European Russian and Poland, re- 
duces the land tax by one-half for ten 
years, and remits or reduces all fines, 
quashes all petty convictions Involving 
imprisonment or fines up to 300 roubles, 
with the exception of persons sentenced 
for robbery, embezzlement, usury, ex- 
tortion, fraudulent bankruptcy of of- 
fenses against honor. 


Further, the manifesto prescribes all 


exiles in Siberia, after twelve years' 
exile In the remoter parts, be, after ten 
years, allowed to choose their place of 
residence, except in capital cities and 
governments, but their civil rights will 
not be restored.
